So he persuaded Mr. Gordon to do what he could 
to pli« MMie of the hotoe In the toaklng ahlp, and with 
a little patching here, and caulking there, remove the 
more obnoxloua and Impracticable features to the 
degree they could be accepted not only in parliament 
—where there Is no deriie to have the government 
upset at the present BBoment—but by tfaa ind i gn a n t 
-public at large. 

As a ship repairer, Mr. Gordon looks no better 
than he has been as a toiipbuilder. Perhaps even wone. 

He first made the Inexcusable blunder of with¬ 
drawing hto 30 per cent stock tax while the stock 
markets were still in session; he then misled the 
House when he said only memberi of the cabinet knew 
In advance of the withdrawal; and finally in the House 
this week ha had to amend two more Important budget 
proposals. 

In a face-aaving explanation, Mr. Gordbn said 
that the changei he was making “do not alter the 
objectives of the budget.” 

Very few will agree. 

Mr. Gordon has slashed the Immediate sales tax 
on building materials and machinery from 11 per cent 
to 4 per coot, but Intends to piaoe these Items on the 
11 per cent basis by gradual stages. He is also re¬ 
ducing the withholding tax on dividend payments by 
companies more than 75 per oent foreign owned from 
15 per cent to 10 per cent. 

So far aa the building and machinery tax Is con¬ 
cerned, Mr. Gordon's delaying tactica merely serve 
to make it almoat impoHible for industry to establish 
long-term contracts on a firm price basis. 

It will mean new and unproductive bureaucratic 
iobs both on the government and Induatrtol levels to 
keep the hooka and aort out Inevitable confusion over 
the next few years. 

As a result of these forced changes the extra in¬ 
come expected by Mr. Gordon in the current year 
will drop to a mere 540,000,000 and will manage to 
unbalance the budget which the minister hoped would 
start to put Canada again In the black. 

The Opposition reception to Mr. Gordon's back¬ 
tracking was heavily loaded with sarcasm, and there 
can be little doubt now in Mr. Pearson's mind that 
his right-hand man. the brilliant economist Mr. Gor¬ 
don, has let him down. 

But Mr. Pearson cannot put the sole blame on Mr. 
Gordon, for the budget in the end is the responsibility 
of the government and not of one man only. 

Nor can Mr. Gordon .say that it was his leader's 
Insistence on a budget in M days that caused him 
to make so many errors of judgment, for thoae who 
have read Mr. Gordon's book “Troubled. Canada,” 
published in 1961, will see that many of the minis¬ 
ter's fanciful schemes are expounded in that 
praduetlon. 

It would be difficult to believe that In modem 
times there has ever been a national budget guHe 
Bke this one. In any normal political situatian not 
only the finance minister but the govemnent would 
have been forced to resign.
